ORDER

On June 8, 2004, US LEC of Tennessee, Inc. ("*US LEC”) submitted to the
Commission an interconnection agreement. Initially, US LEC sought resolution of
certain issues through arbitration. The parties settled their disputes and filed a
negotiated agreement. An electronic copy of the agreement was also filed.

The Commission has reviewed the agreement and finds that no portion of the
agreement discriminates against a telecommunications carrier not a party to the
agreement. The Commission also finds that the implementation of this agreement is
consistent with the public interest, convenience, and necessity.

The Commission, having been otherwise sufficiently advised, HEREBY ORDERS

that the agreement is approved.
